messes the Fatal Fight—He Is Placed 
Under Arrest, While His Companion’s 
Dead Body Goes to the Morgue—The 
History of a Company of Thieves. 


HE dead body of 
John Duffy, a burg- 
lar, is atthe Morgue 
to-day. The Coro- 
ner is making an offi- 
cial investigation of 
the circumstances 
leading up to his 
death. They are not 
enveloped in any 
mystery. At an early 
hour this morning 
he was detected in 
the act of committing a burglary at John Wit- 
terer’s saloon, northeast corner of Twelfth and 
Pine streets, by Police Olficer James Maher of 
the Central District. The officer demanded 
his surrender. The burglar ran toward him. 
Leveling bis revolver at the desperate house- 
breaker Officer Maher fired with fatal effect. 

The circumstances of 

THE KILLING, 
as told by Officer Maher in prison, are as fol- 
lows: 

**A littie ‘after? o’clock this morning I was 
standing with my partner, Officer Nolan, at 
the corner of Eleyenth and Fine streets, when 
James Oafferata, a saloon-keeper doing busi- 
mess at that corner, came down Pine street, 


and, seeing us, crossed the street. He 
told us he had just seen three 
men break in a glass door at 


the side entrance to the saloon of John Wit- 
terer at the northeast corner of Twelfth and 
Pine streets. Accompanied by Officer Nolan 
I burried up the alley, between Pine and Chest- 
nut, and peered around the corner. As I did 
60 & man dressed in a light suit of clothes, 
stepped out from the shadows of the building 
opposite Witterer’s saloon and started for the 


broken door. He fumbied with the 
giass a few minutes, removing 
some broken pleces, then slipped 


a bolt and called softly to his companions that 
it was ‘‘allright.’’ Another man then joined 
him and the two entered the saloon. We 
then drew our revoivera and started after 
them. The door had been closed behind the 
intruders, and as it was too narrow to admit 
both of us at the same time, I turned the 
knob and 
STEPPED IN, 


Nolan coming after me. As soon as I got my 
foot inside, I called out, throw up your 
hands.’’ It was 80 dark at that time that 1 
could pot see the men, Dut at the sound of my 
voice this Duffy jumped from his stooping 
position in front of the bar and started toward 
me on therun, uttering an oath at the same 
time. Isaw him coming and fired. He was 
struck, but the ball did not stop him. On the 
contrary he struck me full in the breast 
with his oute«tretched hands, and oh ager the 
mouzzie of ~ 4 weapon. Officer Nolan then 
grabbed him by the collar and turned him 
around. Ashedidso the burglar began to 
—— and Nolan let him down and bent over 
mm.

said ‘‘ITam shot. There is another man in 
there..

Officer Nolan then fred three shots in the air 
to attract attention and entered the saloon 
and lit the gas. Hethen instituted a search 
for the other man, and aided by two other o- 

cers who had come up, they pulled Chas.Golden 
from behind the bar. The patrol wagon came 
In answer to a ring. and both prisoners were 
taken to the Dispensary. Duffy was dead 
when he arrived, and his body was removed 
to the Morgue. At that time we did not 
recognize Duffy. Weknew who Golden was,, 
but the latter ingisted that he did not know 
the dead man’s name. Wheu Officer McDon- 
ald identified Duffy, however,

EXCITEMENT IN THE BOWERY. 


Michael Lynch Wrestles With a Broken 
Electric Light Wire. 


Ry Telegraph to the Fosr-Diera ron. 

New York, Oct. 3.—Young Mrs. Lynch 
of 100 Oliver street was a very happy woman 
last night, for ber husband Michael had 
wrestled with a live electric light wire at 
noon and had come out of the brief battle 
alive. A car Wagon, carrying a horse car 
bound to Brooklyn, was coming down the 


Bowery on the down track of the Third Av- 
enue Kailroad. It had crossed Canal street 
and entered the dark, low and narrow part 
of the Bowery over which the elevated 
railroad traces meet, just north 
of Chatham Square Station. If the wagon had 
been able to keep straight on no accident 
would bave occurred, as ite course was along 
with a lot of overbead electric wires, buta 
Third avenne car driver's shouts made the 
wagon driver turn out end across to the up 
track. The top of bis Brooklyn car caugut a 
live wire of the United States Liluminating 
Co., aud pulled off the insulator that was fast- 
ened to an elevated rallroad beem. Then the 
fun began. The topof a Third avenue car 
caught the sagging wire and pulled it off an- 
other insulator; another car loosened it more; 
then the hood of a Second avenue car caught 
and snapped the wires. Like a flash the sun- 

dered ends began their startling work und in 
thirty seconds a typical Bowery crowd of over 
one Lundred persons were jostiing each other, 
eager to be startled. They did not have long 
to wait. The wire hud broken and the var 
had stopped exactly in front of it. One end of 
the wire struck the horses aud down they 
went like ten-pins, sprawling on tue track. 
The wire rested on the hoof of one and it be- 
ganto burn and smoke. Just then Michael 
Lynch came along and tried to board the Sec- 


ond avenue car. Some one pushed him, he 
guys, and his foot struck the 
wire. Down he went like the 
horses. They had risen to their feet after the 


shock, but Lynch lay motionless and people 
thought he was dead. His right leg was par- 
tially paralyzed from his hip down, Four 
policemen picked bim up and corried him to 
the Elizabeth Street Police Station, and from 
there an ambulance took him to the Cham- 
bers Street Hospital. House Surgeon Proctor 
examined his leg and prescribed rest. 

No treatment wae necessary, said he, 
for Lynch was recovering from the shock. 
He left the hospital for his home in a carriage 
at3o’clock. He bad recovered then. 

For half an hour the broken wires owned the 
center of the Bowery, no one daring to touch 
them till some linemen fixed them up again. 
Young Lynch, when seen at his home about 5 
o’clock, was to all outward appearance none 
the worse for his adventure, but bis left leg 
was numb and there were pains about his bip. 

It was a narrow escape, be said, ‘‘and it 
was done so guick that hardly realized what 
happened to ine. Il was pushed by the crowd 
as | was about to get on the car to come home, 
and when I stepped on the wire the shock 
doubled me up. My righthand barely touched 
the wire, and see here, the paim of it is 
scorched.’’ 

Lynch is a shoemaker, and he says he is 
going to sue the Electric Light Co., whose 
truant wire has made him lose a day’s work.

COMPULSORY PUBLIC SERVICE 

Judge Lovz’s decision in the United 
States District Court for Iowa that a rail- 
road company is bound to operate its line 
and cannot relieve itself from the obliga- 
tion by merely abandoning the line and 
taking up the tracks, is pot by any means 
anew decision. The contract obligation 
on the one side and the right of the pub- 
licon the other to compulsory process, 
have always been recognized by the 
courts wherea quasi-public corporation 
refused to render the service it had 
agreed to render in return for a yalua- 
ble franchise. 

But the effectiveness of the compulsory 
process depends on the circumstances of 
the delinquent corporation. A solvent 
railroad company that wishes to abandon 
an unprofitable part of its line can better 
afford to operate itata considerable loss 
than to incur the penalties a court might 
impose on the company for failing to ren- 
der the service. But a company which 
has been bankrupted by an unprof- 
itable line and abandons the whole 
of it is practically law proof, and all the 
courts can do is to find the charter for- 
feited and proceed to wind up the affairs 
of the defunct corporation, selling the 
property for the benefit of judgment 
creditors, There is no power in the courts 
to compel another company to buy the 
line and operate it at a loss. 

This is the whole scope of the Love de- 
cision, and there is in it nothing new, and 
nothing affecting purely private corpora- 
tions, which are only one form of limited 
partnerships, charged with no public 
service and endowed with no monopoly 
or exclusive privilege. The idea that this 
Iowa decision can be used to compel a 
mining company to mine coal, iron or 
anything. else at a loss, merely to furnish 
work and wages to the idle, is as absurd 
as the supposition that the courts can 
compel the owner of a quarry to work it 
ataloss to himself and for the benefit of 
other people.

Five more entries were made to-day in the 
contest of suggestions for a central feature for 
the World’s Fair of 1892. 

The condition of the contest is that the idea, 


which is to make the World's Fair at St. Louis 


in 1892 memorable, shall be bigger than the 
Eiffel Tower, about which the hundreds of 
thousands of visitors tothe Paris Exposition 
now standin wonder. This is the only con- 
dition. It the idea can be executed at all, 
there are thousands who can carry it to the 
completion and hundreds of thousands ready 
to share the expense, though notone may be 
able to furnish the first suggestion. 

Itis an opportunity for originality. The 
brightest suggestion may win famefor its 
maker. 

The ideas already presented are as follows: 

First—A representation on a magnificent 
scale of the natural wonders of the American 
continent. 

Second—An immense revolving tableau on a 
wheel hundreds of feet in diameter showing 
the progress of civilization.

Fourth—A naval display on Creve Cour

Sixth—An aerial pneumatic railroad from St.

The Mercantile Library Presented With 
Victor Duruy’s “‘History of Rome. 


The Mercantile Library has just come into 
possession of a notable addition to the treas- 
ures of art and literature that abundantly 
adorn ite sheives. It is a History of Rome 
and the Roman People,’’ from ite origin to 
the establisiiment of the Christian Empire, 
by Victor Duruy, who was Minister of Public 
Instruction under the French Empire, is one 


of the most noted of French antiquarians and 
author of several text-books used in all the 
French universities and academies. He wrote 
this history under the auspices and orders of 
the French Government, who placed at his 
service every facility for investigation and re- 
search which unsparing liberality could secure. 
It is translated from the French under the 
editorship of Rev. J. P. Mahaffy, whose name 
is a guarantee of the faithfulness of the work. 
The present copy is one of an edition de 
luxe,’’ restricted to 1,000 copies, printed on 
heavy linen vellum with wide margin, in six- 
teen Volumes imperial octavo, and profusely 
adorned with roaps, plans, engravings and 
chromo-lithographbs. On almost every page 
are found illustrations of the relics that re- 
main ofthe ancient Roman days, while full- 
page views from the photographs taken for 
the work in Italy and Sicily present the scenes 
rendeied famous in the distant past and litho- 
graphs in colors or in silver and gold repro- 
duce the very tints and tones of the objects 
and ornaments of imperial Rome. Asa his 
tory the work fille an important gap. There 
has hitherto been no standard history in En- 
gilish of the whole period of pagan Rome writ- 
ten by one author in a continuous series 
and from a uniform standpoint of research 
and criticism.
